The bridge gang was at work directly 
under tho trestle where the break oc­ 
curred. As soon as the alarm wps 
given the rush for the scene was one 
never to be forgotten.

Tho 
body of Leonard will be sent to Walton, 
Ky., for burial.

In fron t, an d perched big* 
up ou the biggest camel that, could be 
begged , borrowed or hired for the jour­ 
n ey, rid es our tshaush, or con d uctor, 
swarthy an d turban n ed , the blue in his 
garmen ts proclaimin g him a said or d e­ 
scen d an t of the prophet. The prophet, I 
may remark in passin g, has a score of 
such in every Persian village. He hold s 
aloft tho rojal en sign of the empire of 
the auu an d lion , bearin g tho n ame of 
the shah an d his own below it in letters 
of gold . 
Followin g him march the 
n aashkesh. or “ carriers of the d ead ,” 
each at the head of a lon g strin g of 
mules lad en with the romain s in trusted 
to them. 
Tho an imals aro led by chn rvad ars— 
muleteers—an d each bears two bod ies, 
on e slun g ou either sid o where tho pan ­ 
n iers would ord in arily be. The corpses, 
when in tact, are carried in hermetical­ 
ly closed cases, but oomparativloy few 
of these are to be fon n d , as a rule, 
amon g these d efun ct pilgrims.

The camphor is n ot 
tho same aa that obtain ed from the cam­ 
phor laurel of Formosa an d Japan , 
which is' the source of the ord in ary cam­ 
phor of commerce. 
It is a aart very 
highly prized by the Chin ese in the em­ 
balmin g of their d ead , in in cen se an d in 
med icin e, aud the gum brin g« much 
more than the common camphor. 
The Malay un s an d . of heir Johore n a­ 
tives believe that each species ef 
has a spirit or d ivin ity that presid es 
over its affaire. 
The spirit of the cam­ 
phor tree is kn own by the n ame of Bi- 
Ban —literally "a woman .” Her restin g 
place is n ear the tree« , an d when at 
n ight a peculiar^n oise is heard in th* 
wood s, resemblin g that of a cicad a, tl>e 
Bison is believed to be sin gin g, an d 
camphor will surely be foun d in the 
n eighborhood . But the spirit of the cam­ 
phor tree seems to be jealous of tho pre 
cion s gum un d must be propitiated , an d 
if she kn ows that hun ters are in quest 
of it she will en d eavor to turn their 
gteps asid e. So it is n ecessary to fpeak 
in a ton gue which she d oes n ot un d er­ 
stan d . For this purpose the “ camphor 
lan guage” has been in ven ted . 
It con ­ 
sists of a mixture of Jakun an d Malay 
word s, but these are curiously altered 
an d reversed , aud the n atives positively 
believe that the d ivin ity of the camphor 
tree is completely con fused .

en t parts of tho Scottish an d Irish coast, 
an d upward of 5,000 men were d rown ­ 
ed , killed or taken prison ers. Of the 
whole armad a 53 ships on ly return ed to 
Spain , an d these in a wretclied con d i­ 
tion . The En glish lost but on e ship.-
